Journalism students of Sv will 
witness, next Tuesday, at 9 a.m., 
a cameus first, Editors from ‘our 
different states linked together by 
conference telephones will provide 
a presentation to the journalism 
students, 


Deane Robertson, chairmsn of 
the journalism department, said 
that in addition to Sacramento 
State College, journalism classes 
at the University of Nevada and 
lowa State University will also be 
participating in the telephone link 


The tele-lecture, which will be 
in FS-292, will feature: Vermont 
Royster, editor of the Wall Street 
Journal, calling from New York 
City; Lauren Soth, editor of the 
editorial pages of the Des Moines 
Register and Tribune, calling from 
Des Moines, lowa; James Id2me, 
editorial page editor of the Denver 
Post, calling from Denver, Colo- 
rad), and Thor Severson, assistant 
to the editor of the McClatchy 


newspapers and publisher of the 
Bee, 


Each of the four editors will 
speak for five mnutes on his 
particular page. He will discuss 
how the page is put together, the 
columnists selected, how people 
are selected to write editorials, 
andi everything he considers unique 
about the particular page, 


Each classroom ‘vill have a pub- 
lic address system and micro- 
phones so that the students will be 
able tohear everything that is being 
said, and ask the editors questions, 


Large pictures of the editors 
and sample editorial pages wil! de 
used as voice identification for the 
particular editor speaking and a 
means of explanation of his partic 
ular topic.

tinued, can’t even afford to bring 
one expert per year because of the 
cost of transportation. (Most of 
the journalism experts congregate 
in New York), ‘‘With the tele- 
lecture system, we can afford to 
have these people address various 
classrooms for less money than it 
would take to have an expert on 
campus for a day.”’ 


James ideme, graduated for 
Dartmouth University in 1942, He 
has been with the Denver Post 
since 1960 as a reporter, copy 
editor, and editorial writer, He 
has been the editor of the publica- 
tion since 1965, 


Lauren Soth graduated from 
lowa State University in 1932 with 
a degree in agricultural journal- 
ism. He receiveda m5 sters degree 
from lowa State ineconomics, Soh 
was in charge of economic publica- 


tions at lowa State University from 
1934 to 1947. He has been with 
the Des Moines Register since 
1950, In 1965, he won a Pulitzer 
Prize for an editorial he wrote in 
1955, which brought anexchange of 
farm delegations from the Soviet 
Union. He's the writer of two 
books: ‘‘Farm Trouble” and ‘‘Em- 
barrassment of Plenty.” 


Vermont Royster was educated 
in North Carolina and Tennessee, 
His major was the classical lang~- 
uages of Latin and Greek. He 
began as a reporter for the \ all 
Street Journal in 1936, Since 1958, 
he has been editor of the Wall 
Street Journal, He also has bee 
vice-president of Dow Jones and 
Company. He now writes a per- 
sonal column called ‘Thinking 
Things Over.”’ Author of the book 
“Journey Through the Soviet 
Union,’ and two books on the Wall 
Street Journal — ‘‘Main Street 
and Beyond,’’ and ‘‘The New World 
of The Wall Street Journal,’’ he 
won a Pulitzer Prize in 1953 for 
editorial! writing, and is now onthe

Student Senate: amoral, 
irrelevant, irresolute 





There really isn’t much that one can say about the Student Senate, 

It isn’t conscientious, most of the Senators don’t bother to attend the 
Senate meetings. It isn’t relevant, it makes it a point to avoid, side- 
step or otherwise ignore any controversial issues. 

It isn’t moral cr immoral, itisamoral, It never deals with the heart 
of any matter, preferring instead to try and make everybody happy, 
thereby assuring that it makes nobody happy. 

It does not in any sense lead the student body. Neither does it follow 
the student body. The sad truth is that it simply isolates itself from the 
student body and makes its decisions in a vacuum, 

it has no particular political philosophy. Itis not a left-wing body. it 
is not a right-wing body. Most of the Senators are probably incapable of 
understanding the ideology of either left or right. 

The Student Senate does not discuss questions before it. It bickers, 
The Student Senate does not know how to discuss the issues before it. 
The Student Senate has no intention of learning how to discuss the issues 
before it. If the Student Senate had to learn how to discuss the issues, 
then it might have to face some issues. The Student Senate would never 
do that. 

Indeed, all references to the Student Senate should carry a dis- 
claimer — ‘‘Any resemblance to any deliberative or responsible 
elected body is purely coincidental.”’ 

The Student Senate has just voted to authorize new lights for the 
football “ield, Frankly, we are not sure that we are still vehemently 
opposed to the lights. If we must have the lights, we feel that the con- 
tract which the Senate authorized is a good one. 

The lights will cost considerably less money than originally esti- 
mated. We are still far from convinced that the lights will pay for 
themselves, but at least the lights as presently contracted for will not 
put the student body as far into debt as we originally feared. We do 
wonder who was able to explain the contract to the Senate. Surely we 
are not expected to believe that the Senators figured it out all by them- 
selves. 

But leaving aside the contract, in fact, leaving aside the entire issue 
of the lights, we would like to know why the Senators chose to ignore a 
petition signed by over 10 per cent of the entire student body calling 
for a referendum on the build’ng of the lights. 

The money which will be expended wil! be the money of the students. 
The students have a right to voice their opinion on the question. 

There are those that will say that the Senators were elected to 
represent the student body, and consequently, are entitled to make 
decisions for the student body. 

Ordinarily that would be a justifiable argument. But that argument 
is premised upon the idea that the Student Senate is capable of making 
decisions based upon the facts. The very idea is preposterous. 

The Student Senate should have at least admitted its general inability 
to make any kind of decision, and delayed the contract until a referen- 
dum could have been held, After all, the lame are not ashamed to use 
crutches, why should the blind be afraid of letting someone provide a 
little light?

Tuition fee proposal 
comes as no surprise 


This seems to be the age of the euphemism. Consequently it is pro- 
bably fitting that the Coordinating Council for Higher Education has 
finally voted to end California’s tradition of tuition-free higher educa- 
tion by imposing higher ‘student charges’’ rather than by simply ad- 
mitting that it is imposing tuition. 

Call it by any name that they like, they have imposed tuition, FE sti- 
mates of the immeditae increase in cost tothe state college student gen- 
erally indicate an increase of approximately $100, Of course, this is 
only the first step, 

The council did make a rather silly recommendation that the charges 
only be increased ‘‘moderately,’’ This is like telling your girlfiend that 
she is only a little pregnant. In modern politics, there is no such thing 
as limiting increased costs to ‘‘muderate’’ amounts, We have absolutely 
no doubt that the tuition fees will rise by a substantial amount every 
year as the current bias against students and higher education is fe!t, 

Coupled with the proposal to charge tuition was the statement that this 
would not lead to the turning away of any qualified student because of 
lack of money, Again, this is sheer nonsense. Right now, students are 
turned away because they lack the money toattend school. Orily an idio 
or a state college trustee would think that increasing the cost of an edu- 
cation is going to make it easier to raise the money necessary to attend 
school, 

One of the most unfortunate aspects of this destruction of the cen-

Some draft lottery 
confusion clarified 


There still seems to be some confusion about the way in which the 
new draft lottery operates, Since this is a subject which directly af- 
fects many of the Hornet’s readers, some clarification might be in 
order, 


—the order of preference in which a students birthdate was drawn 
will remain the same irregardless of when the student actually grad- 
yates or leaves school. Therefore, those who find themselves in the 
group most likely to be drafted, that is, the first 122 numbers, remain 
in that group. Subsequent drawings have no effect on those students, 


——similarly, students who fall into the group that is not likely to 
be drafted remain in that group. 


——This retaining of the initial draft priority precludes any possi- 
bility that students will be able to ‘‘shop around.’’ This means that 
they may not wait until they get a ‘‘lucky’’ number, and then give up 
their deferments for one year, so as to permanently avoid the draft 


—There has been some confusion over the one-year draft liabili- 
ty. This one-year liability means that the draft eligible male is only 
subject to the draft for one year under normal circumstances, It does 
not mean that if one is drafted that he will only serve one year. 


For those that may be wonddring, most of the Hornet's éditors are 
veterans and therefore not draftable, Of those Hornet staff memers 
that are subject to the draft, only one fell into the ‘‘safe’’ group, All 
of the rest found themselves in the group that is certain to be drafted, 
Journalists are just naturally unlucky. 


Off-campus housing no longer approved 


Westbridge, Statehouse and all 
of the other off-campus housing 
facilities that were once approved 
by Sacramento State College are no 
longer approved. This is not the 
result of the complexes not obeying 
the rules that they were to fol- 
low, but a result of apolicy change 
at Soc, 

The change in policy is that S3C 
feels it should not approve off- 
camyus housing on the grounds that 
this housing is a managed corpora-

New registration policies set up 


Freshmen will follow contract 
seniors, those seniors who have a 
contract to graduate, in priority 
registration in keeping with a new 
motion passed during the meeting 
of the Registration Policies Com- 
mittee on Monday, Dec. 1. 

The Registration Policies Com- 
mittee, an ad hoc subcommittee 
of the Academic Affairs Committee 
first met on Nov. 6 to investigate 
the priority system of registration. 
Since then the committee has met 
twice to consider the proposal of 
freshman priority. Students have 
also been invited to voice their 
opinions on this issue. 

The attendance of two Sacra- 
mento State College students at 
the Dec, 1 meeting and the time 
limit set to determine the regis- 
tration policies moved the com- 
mittee to decide on the future 
class priorities at their last meet- 
ing 


Registration workers and han- 
dicapped students will be pre- 
registered. New class priorities 
for registration are: contract sen- 
iors, new, readmitted and contin- 
uing freshmen, al) other seniors, 
all juniors, al) sophomores, and 
finally all graduate students. 

The resolution to boost fresh- 
men up on the priority class scale 
involves the small number of 
freshmen attending SSC, The num- 
ber remains about the same every 
semester. The smal! fresiuman 
enrollment would, therefore, not 
impair the mechanisms of regis- 
tration. Axother reason for giving 
freshmen priority is that they 
generally choose lower division 
courses, which do not conflict 
with other classes which have a 


larger number of courses to choose 
from, 

The decision to move graduate 
Students to the last day and eve- 
ning of registration stems from the 
type of courses they take. Gradu- 
ate students usually enroll in 
higher division courses which do 
not interfere with the other class’s 
course preferences. 

A poll on student attitudes to- 
ward registration priorities was 
circulated on campus two weeks 
ago. This poll contributed to the 
committee’s decisions on class 


priority. Group priorities will 
be discussed at the next meeting 
of the Registration Policies Com- 
mittee. Representatives from 
those groups who requested prior- 
ity registration are invited to 
attend this meeting, on Dec, 8, 
at 3 p.m., in BA 204, 


Professor K.H. Smith and SSC 
Registrar Jack Rooney head the 
Registration Policies Committee, 
The final decision on priority 
registration will be made by the 
Academic Affairs Committee.

Plans being made for future park

A poet once claimed nature has 
no outline except imagination, And 
imzgination is precisely what vari- 
ous members of the SSC community 
have been using in their highly suc - 
’ cessful blueprint to save a future 
riverside park and game preserve 
adjacent to Westbridge. 

A bulldozer which on Nov, 24 
threatened to disrupt tentative 
plans for the park by clearing cot- 
tonwood trees and underbush from 
the flood control acerage along the 
east bank of the river has spurred 
interested groups to action. 

Westbridge general manager 
Larry Drewery and Westbridge 
student affairs coordinator Paul 
Radde who had been planning the 
park with Henry Moss, the owner 
of the property, successfully led a 
group of students to the river area 
and insisted that the Department 
of Water Resources crew stop the 
work, 

Proponents of the park and 
state officials called to the scene 
were able to reach a compromise 
plan whereby students will ‘‘selec- 
tively thin out’”’ the trees and 
shrubbery to meet flood control 


standards, This is something the 
work crew, with a tight budget, 
was unable to spend the time todo. 

Since that time the project has 
won the support of ASSSC, the 
Rangers Club, the Audobon Club, 
the Sierra Club, the Save the Amer- 
ican River Group, and SSC environ- 
mental resources and botany 
classes. 

Last Monday,Dec, |, at a meet- 
ing with Larry Mullinix, chief of 
Operations Section, State Water 
Resources Bureau; Dr. Robert 
Donaldson, SSC omnibudsman and 
Larry Drewery of Westbridge, stu~ 
dent representatives were assured 
the cooperation of state and col- 
lege officials in their efforts toes- 
tablish a recreational! facility. 

Student organizers continued a 
round of committee meetings yes- 
terday in an attempt to settle on 
specific proposals and to decide 
whether to undertake development 
of the river land as far down as 
College Town or to restrict their 
immediate plans to the original 
three to five hundred feet on either 
side of Guy West bridge. 

This afternoon student planners 
will walk through the proposed park 
area with their preliminary 
sketches and be advised by the De- 


partment of Water Kesources as to 
which areas to clear and which 
trees may be saved, 

Architects of the park hope to 
eventually set up a beach and rec- 
reational area up river from the 
bridge to become a game preserve 
for pheasants, quail, rabbits and 
birds. 

They are hoping that wide cov~- 
erage of the proposed park will 
interest large numbers of people 
in supporting the park financially 
as well as by volunteering for the 
work crew, 

The first work party will be 
held Friday afternoon, Dec, 5, and 
the land will be cleared according 
to agreement with state officials 
who have agreed to supply the 
necessary hatchets, axes, chain 
saws and other equipment. 

Work on the project will pro- 
bably continue through next spring 
and with the cooperation of the 
Department of Fish and Game, 
organizers will apply for a State 
Reclamation Board Permit. 

Students and faculty interested 
in participating in the building of 
a park on the American River 
may contact Paul Radde or Rick 
Sciara at Westbridge for further 
infor mation. 


California Teachers Association 


supports vote for 18-year olds 


The California Teachers Asso- 
ciation (CTA) announced Tuesday, 
Dec. 2, that it is actively suppor- 
ting a drive to put the question of 
the vote for 18 year olds onthe June 
2 ballot. 

CTA executive secretary Jack 
D. Rees said support of an amend- 
ment to the State Constitution to 
lower the voting age to i8 was ap- 
proved by CTA’s State Council of 
Education. The Council is policy- 
making body for the 170,000 mem- 
ber CTA. 

Rees noted that the Student Cal- 
ifornia Teachers Association 
(SCTA) has taken the lead in mobil- 
izing support of other groups for 
the initiative under the banner of 
Independent Volunteers for Vote 
Extension to 18, 19, 20 year olds. 
The group lists addresses at P.O. 
Box 23, San Francisco, Calif. 94101 
and P.O. Box 893, Main Office Sta- 
tion, Los Angeles, Calif. 90053. 

Rees said that 700 CTA chapters 
throughout the state will be asked to 
circulate five or more petitions 
each in an effort to secure over 
~ 100,000 signatures among teach- 
ers, their families and friends in 
support of putting the question on 
the ballot. 

‘*Today's 
Y well-educated and unquestionably 

- ready to participate in govern- 
ment,’’ Rees said. ‘“Today 75 per 
cent of the nation’s youth gradu- 
ate from high school and over 50 
per cent will attend college at some 
point. in contrast, only 45 per 
cent completed high school in 1940 
and only 16 per cent went on to col- 
lege at that time. 

“Young people today are highly 
idealistic and our state cannot af- 
ford to leave this idealism un- 
tapped,"’ Rees added. ‘If we do not 
lower the voting age, we run the 
risk of having increased numbers 
of youthful citizens becoming dis- 
enchanted with politics and our 
system of government,"’ 

Rees said that one of the rea- 


young people are 


sons ‘‘young people have taken to 
the streets’’ is that legitimate ave- 
nues into the political system have 
been denied to them, and lowering 
the voting age will help develop 
solutions to our many social, poli- 
tical and economic ills by placing 
renewed emphasis upon democra- 
tic techniques of self-government. 

“The ‘old enough to fight, old 
enough to vote’ cry of the young is 
a valid and important point,’’ Rees 
declared, ‘‘Almost one half of the 
American servicemen who have 
died in Vietnam were too young to 
vote. Demanding that a man give 
his life while deny ing him the right 
to vote to help dec ide why and where 
that life should or should not be 
given is certainly questionable 
morality.’’ 

Art Burkhard, SCTA presdient 
and San Jose State College gradu- 
ate student, pointed out that thou- 
sands of the heads of California 
households and families are under 
21. 

“They pay taxes on income, 
property, purchases and gasoline. 
They work and live under the laws 
of their local, state and national 
governments.”’ 

Four states, he reported, have 
voting ages below 2] (Georgia and 
Kentucky at 18, Alaska at 19, Hawaii 
at 20) and their experience has been 
most positive. 

“Teachers in Georgia and 
Kentucky have testified that the 
prospect of voting soon after high 
school graduation stimulated a 
greater interest on the part of ju- 
niors and seniors in government 
and politics,” Burkhard said. 
“Furthermore, teachers in those 
states have said that the lower the 
voting age had led to major cur- 
ricular changes designed to foster 
in students a greater readiness to 
vote. The experience in Alaska 
and Hawaii has been so positive 
that the State Legislatures have 
endorsed a further extension of the 
suffrage to include 18 year olds. 


“A basic precept of our self- 
government is that as many people 
as possible should participate in 
the basic decision making pro- 
cesses; that those who must live 
by the law should help decide what 
the law is to be,” he said, ‘‘The 
12 million Americans currently 
between 18 and 21 are currently 
excluded from the processes and 
cannot participate in the decision 
making. For that, our system is 
weaker.”’ 


Implied promise 
in master plan 


Assemblyman George N. Zeno- 
vich, Democratic caucus chairman 
in the Assembly, said that an ‘‘im- 
plied promise’’ in the state’s 
master olan for higher education 
specifies that students who are 
qualified ‘will be admitted to a 
four-year state college or univer- 
sity!”’ 

Zenovich urged Governor Rea- 
gan to allow state colleges to get 
more money in order that 5000 
junior college graduates can enter 
state colleges in the spring. 

The Fresno Democrat made the 
suggestion because, he said, the 
policy of open enrollment for all 
students who are qualified is fail- 
ing. He added that 10,000 students, 
half of them junior college gradu- 
ates were turned away from state 
colleges for this fall semester. 

The assem lyman said anallot- 
ment promise would allow the state 
colleges to overdraw their account, 
which would be backed up by a de- 
ficiency appropriation. 

Zenovich guaranteed that 39 as- 
semblymen would approve & defi- 
ciency appropriation to insure that 
5,000 JC graduates would be ac- 
cepted into the state college 
sy stem

Statements reveal racist fabric

On September 2, 1969 in the 
Superior Court of Santa Clara 
County, Judge Gerald S, Chargin 
made statements that are deroga- 
tory to people of Mexican descem, 
Because of his statements I have 
thrown away my original article on 
the Chicano and the law, I feel 
that his statements reveal the ra-~- 
cist fabric of American justice far 


———— - 
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more eloquently than I ever could, 
I am presenting the transcript of 
September 2, 1969 for your consi- 
deration of the question of justice 
and the Chicano is America, 

Since the Judge made his re- 
marks, many people of Mexican de- 
scent have expressed dissatisfac- 
tion with his statements and also 
with the fact that Judge Chargin 
has been allowed to remain on the 
bench, I, as a Chicano, am not up- 
tight about Chargin’s statements. 
He called Mexican people anima's, 
In our society that is his privi- 
lege. I am now calling him a 
PIG, considered by most people to 
be a dirty animai. This is my 
privilege. 

Judge Chargin, however, is in 
a different position than I am, He 
is a Judge. For those of you who 
are not aquainted with the concept 
of justice in America, a Juige is 
an objective person who deter- 
mines the guilt or innocence of 
human beings and then metes 
out the punishment for the 
crime. 

I think we can assume thet, if 
Judge  Chargin thinks Mexican 
people are animals, he will try 
them that way. Is this Justice’? 
I am sure that if I were to try 
Judge Chargin as a PIG I would 
sentence him to be made into ham

the same hate for Judge Chargin 
that he has revealed for Mexican 
people. There is one important 
difference. Judge Chargin can use 
the institution of justice to in- 
flict his feelings on the Mexican 
people who come before him. |, 
as a Chicano, am not in a position 
to use any of the Americaninstitu- 
tions to inflict my feelings on Judge 
Chargin. 

As you read the transcript of 
Judge Chargin, consider for a 
moment the Chicanos thatare sit- 
ting in prison today because of 


Judge Chargin’s feelings; consider 
for a moment all Chicano prisoners 
and consider the attitudes that the . 
judges who tried them might have 
had. Consider for a moment the 
judges who do not articulate Judge 
Chargin’s feelings but reveal them 
in their sentencing of Chicanos to 
stiffer terms; consider the bro- 
thers that Judge Chargin has on the 
bench all over America; consider 
the racist brothers Chargin has on 
the parole boards that decide the 
release of Chicano prisoners, 
Consider for a moment the fact that 
Judge Chargin is only a symptonof 
the most racist institution in 
American society. 


Cranston urges more 


education spending 


The Budget Bureau is witholding 
an extra $1 billion of funds for edu- 
cation although allocated by Con- 
gress, according to Senator Alan 
Cranston. 


In a letter to President Nixon, 
the democratic senator from Cal- 
ifornia called for a reversal of the 
budget bureau decision not to in- 
crease spending levels of schools, 
despite a Nov. 13 authorization by 
Congress for the money. 


The mouey would be used for nu- 
merous programs including train- 
ing for the handicapped, loans to 
college students, di sadvantaged 
pupils, vocational training and 
‘impact’ aid for school districts 
in which federal installations are 
located, Of the $1 billion Calif- 
ornia would merit $145 million. 


At the present time, under 
Nixon, California collects approxi- 
mately $210 million, or about $100 
million less than last year. If 
the additional funds are made 
available California would jump to 
about $355 million, a $45 mi!lion 
increase. 


Senator Cranston made accusa- 
tions that the Budget Bureau mis- 
construed the stop-gap resolution 
it passed on increasing spend-

ing levels. The resolution was a 
necessity because old appropria- 
tions ran out and a new bill has yet 
to pass Congress, Expiration date 
for the resolution is Dec, 6, 


This was the second resolution 
to be needed. The previous reso- 
lution provided only the Depart- 
ment of Health Education and Wel- 
fare, responsible for school pro- 
grams, could enjoy spending at the 
same level as before. The Budget 
Bureau cited this resolution as 
support for their action, 


Last year President Nixon went 
on record as saying, ‘‘when we talk 
about cutting expenses of govern- - 
ment — either federal, state or lo- 
cal — one area we can’t short- 
change is education,’’ Cranston 
was quick to pick up this quote and 
interjected it into his letter to Mr 
Nixon. 


The libera! Cranston called the 
increase of funds, *‘essential both 
for our children and for the individ- 
ual property owner whois stagger- 
ing under the constantly growing 
burden of supporting our schools,”’

Phil Dynan, whose job as sports 
information director of Sacra- 
mento State College was abolished 
last week by Otto Butz, Actiag- 
President of SSC, announced Wed- 
nesday that he ‘‘wants no part of 
working under President Butz’’ in 
the future. 

Dynan said that he was ‘‘upset 
because the announcement of my 
job being dissolved was in con- 
junction with two people being 
fired as the result of an investi- 
gation report."’ 

Dynan charged that his ouster 
was announced at the same time 
‘on purpose as a compromising 
gesture to the two ousted adminis- 
trators and to anti-achletic mem- 
bers of the faculty senate.’* 

The abolition of Dynan’s job 
was announced on Monday at the 


same time that Fred Lewis, SS( 
athletic director, and Merle 
Rousey, Chairman of the Depart- 
ment of Health Physical Education 
and Recreation were relieved of 
their respective positions. 

The reason for Dynan’s release 
was because of tne pressure to 
reduce the number of bootlegged 
positions, that is, positions that 
are supported by funds allocated 
for teaching. 

Dynan contends that the manner 
in which his release was announced 
made it appear that his release was 
tied to the release of the two 
physical education department ad- 
ministrators., Their release came 
as the result of a study of the 
entire department after the de- 
partment found itself plagued by 
continual dissension. 


Volunteer crew begins 


work on river project 


A volunteer student and com- 
munity work crew will begin 
clearing the land along the east 
side of the American River from 
the Westbridge Apartments to the 
H Street Bridge at 1 p.m. today, 
and will continue working through 
Saturday. 

The crew, part of the Save the 
Trees Committee, was organized 
last week by residents of West- 
bridge and Sacramento State Col- 
lege students concerned over the 
bulldozing of cottonwood trees and 
underbrush from flood control 
acreage along the river that was 
being done by the Department of 
Water Resources. 


The dozing was necessary, 
maintained the state workers, in 
order to clear away any potential 
obstruction along the berm (a 
shoulder along a river) so that 
driftwood could not accumulate 
during the high water season, They 
could not selectively prune each 
tree because of lack of money 
and crew, 


The Department of Water Re- 
sources did agree to cooperate 
with students and community mem- 
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bers in supplying equipment and 
advice for selective pruning to be 
done by volunteer work. 


A proposal, drawn up by mem- 
bers of the Save The Trees Com- 
mittee and sent to the Department 
of Water Resources, stated: ‘‘Stage 


one of the plan is to create and, 


maintain a recreation bridge on 
the up-stream side of Guy West 
Bridge with a complementary wild- 
life preserve on the downstream 
side extending to the H Street 
Bridge.’’ 


Groups that have expressed an 
interest and desire in preserving 
and mainiaining the river area 
include the Save the American 
River Group, Sacramento State 
College Students and Faculty, the 
Audubon and Sierra Clubs, the 
Rangers Club, The State Fish and 
Game Department, as well as the 
owner of the land, Henry Moss.

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Reagan proposes 


The Los Angeles Times re- 
ported late last week that Gov, 
Reagan proposed to cut the re- 
quested state college budget by 
$22 million for 1970-71 and elim- 
inate ali faculty research money. 

Reagan cut the full $5 million in 
faculty research because he feels 
research is the province of the 
University of California, the paper 
continued. 

The Times also concluded that 
the governor’s recommendations 
are part of continuing ‘‘secret ne- 
gotiations’’ between his office and 
the State College Chancellor Glen 
S. Dumke. 

The $4.4 million state college 
request for the Educational Oppor - 
tunity Program, which primarily 
serves minority students, was fur- 
ther recommended by the gover- 
nor to be cut by $1.6 million, 

The largest cut in the state col- 
leges’ list of priorities was $8.19 
million meant to provide the equi- 
valent of 5,600 full-time students. 

The applicants to state colleges 
which would be affected by the 
program budget cuts, the report 
continued, would be nondegree stu- 
dents, foreign students and trans- 
fer applicants still eligible for ju- 
nior college. 

The Times said the state col- 
leges asked for an operating bud- 

get of $335.6 million, while Reagan 
proposed to cut that amount to $314 
million for 1970-71.
